SOUTH Somerset’s new free Health Walk Directory 
will make it easier than ever for local residents to step 
out into the countryside and meet new people while 
keeping fit. 

Health Walks are increasingly popular locally and 
there was good news last week when South Somerset 
District Council’s scheme was accredited by the na¬ 
tional Walking for Health programme. The scheme 
now has over 50 active volunteers helping to lead 
walks across South Somerset. 

Most of these volunteers have taken advantage of the 
free Health Walk leader training events, which are run 
by South Somerset District Council’s Healthy 
Lifestyles team. 

Charlie Coward, Healthy Lifestyles Officer at South 
Somerset District Council, explained: “Regular walk¬ 
ing has been shown to reduce the risk of chronic ill¬ 
nesses, such as heart disease, type 2 diabetes, asthma, 
stroke and some cancers. It is also a great way to meet 
new people and explore the beautiful countryside we 
have on our doorstep. 


“Due to increased demand for information about our 
walks we are producing a directory three times a year. 
The directory includes fourteen different walks 
stretching from Chard to Wincanton and catering for 
a variety of abilities.” 

Sylvia Seal, portfolio holder for Leisure and Culture 
at South Somerset District Council, added: “This di¬ 
rectory will help to show residents exactly what is on 
offer on their doorsteps. I am delighted that our 
scheme has received Walking for Health accreditation. 
It is a quality assurance mark and means that people 
can take part in our walks with confidence. 

“Our health walks are sustainable and enable people 
to explore their local countryside whilst becoming 
more active and sociable in a safe environment.”

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Public to have their say 
on changes to Local Plan 


SOUTH Somerset district councillors have 
given their approval for the latest amend¬ 
ments to the Local Plan (2006-2028), which 
will now go out to public consultation. 

Following discussions at a full council 
meeting on Thursday, the council will now 
ask the public for views on the changes for 
a period of six weeks between August and 
October 2014. 

Following a week of examining the plan, 
the government-appointed inspector, David 
Hogger, wrote to the council outlining the 
need for four further changes to overcome 
“a small number of shortcomings” in the 
document, which sets out guidelines for the 
future development of the area. 

The council’s alterations look to resolve 
the inspector’s concerns and ensure the 
Local Plan can be found “sound”. These in¬ 
clude clarifications on housing delivery in 
Crewkerne and clarity of employment allo¬ 
cation in some of the area’s smallest settle¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, whose portfolio 
includes responsibility for the Local Plan 
said: “This is another milestone reached in 
achieving an adopted Local Plan for South 
Somerset. The public will now get their say 
on these latest changes and we will take on 


board their views. 

“As with the previous exercise, the modi¬ 
fications will then be brought back to a 
meeting of full council so that they can be 
formally approved and submitted to the in¬ 
spector. We expect to do this in November 
this year. 

“These extra modifications cover four spe¬ 
cific topics relating to the deletion of a 
buffer zone to the south of Yeovil; clarity of 
employment allocations in our smallest set¬ 
tlements such as villages and hamlets; addi¬ 
tional detail on the two Yeovil Sustainable 
Urban Extensions; and clarifications on 
housing delivery in Crewkerne and Wincan- 
ton, as well as specifying the timescale for a 
review of housing and employment in Win- 
canton. 

“It is also significant that the inspector has 
not queried or questioned the principle of the 
two proposed Yeovil Urban Extensions, the 
direction of growth at Canal Way in Ilmin- 
ster or the specific allocations of employ¬ 
ment land in the market towns and rural 
centres, all of which formed the major part 
of the resumed hearings in June.” 

Modifications to the Local Plan were made 
available to the public yesterday (Thurs¬ 
days) and the condultation period will run 


until; 4.45pm on October 10th. The docu¬ 
ments can be viewed online at the

District council refuses plans for Ashill traveller site 


PLANS for a gypsy and traveller site at 
Ashill, near llminster, have been rejected by 
South Somerset District Council. 

Planning officiers recommended approval 
of six caravan pithces, amenity building and 
a play area on private land - a triangular¬ 
shaped field of 1.2 acres boardering Cad 
Road and Butts Lane in Ashill. 

Officers said there were no allocated sites 
for the families and the two existing coun¬ 
cil-run sites at Ilton and Tintinhull were fully 
occupied. However, members of the dis¬ 
trict’s Area West Committee were concerned 
the site would have an adverse effect on the 
local area. They received 116 letters of ob¬ 
jections from neighbouring residents. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of South 
Somerset District Council, said it was an 
“emotional subject” and “members strug¬ 
gled” to come to a decision, eventually being 
split seven against five. 

Speaking after the decision, Councillor 
Linda Vijeh, who represents the Neroche 
ward and voted to refuse the application of 
the grounds that it would be detrimental to 
the grade II* listed property, commented: 
“When one puts oneself forward to represent 
the views of others, particularly in relation 
to planning matters, sometimes difficult de¬ 
cisions have to be taken. 

“In my 11-plus years as the district coun¬ 
cillor for the Neroche ward, covering the vil¬ 
lages of Ashill, Donyatt, Broadway and 
Horton, I have been faced with this situation 
only a handful of times - something of a 


challenge, not to be relished. 

“Earlier this week an application for a 
gypsy/traveller site was brought before the 
Area West Committee for decision. By a 
narrow margin the decision was made to re¬ 
fuse the application, going against the plan¬ 
ning officer’s recommendation for approval. 
I believe it was the right decision, but not for 
the reasons one might expect. 

“Emotions run high when applications for 
such sites are submitted, where there contin¬ 
ues to be a stigma attached to them, mainly 
brought about by fear and anti-social behav¬ 
iour sometimes associated with residents of 
such sites. Despite this, we must always be 
careful not to tar everyone with the same 
brush. This particular applicant is well-re¬ 
garded by those local residents who know 
him and he was careful to do everything by 
the book. 

“As a district councillor it is my 
responsibility to represent every¬ 
one involved should they seek my 
advice, to offer unbiased assis¬ 
tance and to remain open-minded 
until all evidence has been consid¬ 
ered. This can be difficult for peo¬ 
ple to understand.” 

Councillor Vijeh went on to say 
that she disagreed with legislation 
that allowed gypsy/traveller sites 
to be treated as exceptions to nor¬ 
mal planning rules. 

“Yes, there should be room for 


everyone in our society and we should all be 
treated equally, whatever our race, ethnic 
origin or gender,” she continued. 

“I do not, though, think that to achieve 
equality we should have in place legislation 
that, by its very nature, discriminates against 
the majority. This only encourages animos¬ 
ity. I consider the only way to achieve equal¬ 
ity is through education and exposure to 
different experiences, not the big stick ap¬ 
proach. 

“In this case I felt strongly this was not the 
right site. I am a traditionalist and of the 
opinion that there is a need to protect our 
heritage. I feel the impact of the site on a 
grade II* listed property would be detrimen¬ 
tal, particularly in view of the recommenda¬ 
tion to raise the pitches above ground level 
to protection against flooding, which seems 
extraordinary.” 


Police appeal after

POLICE are appealing for information following an 
assault which took place in a park in the Chard 
area. 

The incident took place on August 16th in the Jo¬ 
celyn Park area at about 7.30pm when an alterca¬ 
tion took place between two men and a woman. 
During the incident the younger man is reported 
to have assaulted the older man. 

A 23-year-old man has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of assault and has been released on police 
bail, pending further enquiries. 

The injured man received treatment for an eye in¬ 
jury at Yeovil District Hospital and was then dis¬ 
charged. 

Police are keen to hear from anyone who was in 
the Jocelyn Park area who might have witnessed 
the incident or has information to assist enquiries. 
Anyone able to help is asked to contact police at

Other Tools Shed prisons in 
the UK include HMPs Wandsworth and 
High Down in the London area, HMPs 
Edinburgh and Cardiff and Morton Hall 
IRC in Lincolnshire. 

Richard Leatherby, South West co-or¬ 
dinator for the Conservation Founda¬ 
tion, said: “We’re thrilled to be working 
with the garden centre again on its 
Tools Shed programme. It has always 
been a huge success and we hope lots 
of people donate their tools so worthy 
causes can make good use of them.”

A FTER finally getting off the mark at 
their third attempt with a 2-1 win at 
WALSALL in midweek, Yeovil Town 
failed for the third time to impress their 
home fans as they stuttered to a 1-1 draw 
against bottom side SCUNTHORPE UNITED 
on Saturday.

Meanwhile his replacement Kieffer Moore, 
who to his credit was on hand to put the 
Glovers in the lead just two minutes after 
coming on, once again looked like Bambi on 
ice. 

There was still no fizz in his run or leap in 
his legs, unlike Madden who was eager and 
willing to make the runs and close down 
players. 

Even Scunthorpe United boss Russ Wilcox 
admitted in his post-match interview that it 
was a poor game when he said: "I did really 
think it was a poor game, and a poor spec¬ 


tacle for the supporters". 

And there of course is the nub of the prob¬ 
lem. Glovers boss Gary Johnson already 
working on a shoestring has to work within 
the Fair Play rules which limits players wages 
to the club's income, and with many more 
games like this and the Doncaster one, it's 
likely to get worse. 

Just over 5,000 turned up on the first day 
of the season full of anticipation and hope, 
but were rocked by a putrid performance 
from nearly all the side; only Simon Gillett re¬ 
ally showing any form at all. 

Saturday's game was a slight improve¬ 
ment, but with over a thousand less through 
the gate; under 4000; how much longer are 
the fans going to put up with it. 

We all realise that the Fair Play rules are 
there to help balance the clubs books and 
stop them going into debt or even out of 
business, but it doesn't help the lower 
leagues clubs particularly that are flounder¬ 
ing on the pitch. 

Yeovil suffer more than most attracting a 
large crowd, and even last season in the 
Championship they found it difficult to at¬ 
tract crowds of 7,000 plus, and then only be¬ 
cause of the large away following. 

It seems a downward spiral waiting to hap¬ 
pen if crowds do not pick up.

West of England Prem League 

A FOUR-wicket defeat for ILMINSTER at 
rivals Clevedon last weekend has left 
the outcome of the Premier Two title 
hanging in the balance.
